Some are criticizing President R oosevelt 


lor not having been more emphatic and 
explicit in offering Am erican aid to main­ 
tain peace in Europe. 
Not one of his mes­ 
sages to the new congress thus far has 
taken direct cognizance of the conditions 
abroad that threaten war. 
Not one has 


liroposed the cooperation of this govern­ 
ment in working for the various agree­ 
ments and peace 
treaties 
proposed by 


France and Great Britain. 
The menacing 


situation is, it is complained, notorious. It 
is full of peril for the United States as 
well as for the nations immediately con­ 
cerned. 
Yet the President has not called 


it to the earnest attention of congress and 
the country. 
This is not a fair statement of the 


whole case. The President has done much 
to throw the weight of his office in favor 
of European peace. 
He has made it cer­ 
tain that his administration, ^ in 
accord 


with the manifest desire of the Am erican 
])eop]e, w ill do everything in its power jto 
keep this country out of war. 
It w ill go 


great lengths in 
putting such 
a strain 


upon our neutrality, that no European bel­ 
ligerent can hope to draw any form of 
w ar supplies from 
the 
United States. 


That of itself would make a gj’eat differ­ 
ence with the w ar plans of certain Euro­ 
pean nations. 
They would know that the 


Am erican government would not simply 
take an attitude in moral condemnation of 
war, l)ut would do everything possible to 
render the aims and purj)oses of the war- 
makers difficult 
and 
dangerous. 
This 


})art of the Am erican policy is now fixed 
and well known. 
The President has also shown by exam- 


]de where his sympathies lie. 
Owing to 


his initiative and efforts, the twenty-one 
republics of this continent have entered 
into treaties making resort to w ar dear, 
almost impossible. In hailing this achieve­ 
ment, Mr. R oosevelt, spoke of it as not 
merely a great blessing to the Americas 
but as blazing a trail for European na­ 
tions to follow. 
If they would only enter 


into a sim ilar series of peace agreements 
the United States would be delighied. 
Not yet has a promise been made to 


stand shoulder to shoulder with them. 
That would be beyond the power of the 
President. 
But in every implied form of 


approval, in every implicit readiness to 
cooperate wherever possible, the position 
of his government has been made plain. 
It is seeking peace and pursuing it not 
alone foi* its own people but for the bene­ 
fit of all mankind.

FA’en if some green feed is avail­ 
able, the birds usually do not have 
access to it. as most of them will 
be confined in houses to protect 
them against severe cold. 


To keep birds in good health and 
to maintain egg production, 
add 
five 
per 
cent 
dehydrated 
alfalfa 
leaf meal to their mash. 
Keep 
a close check on the body weight 
of layers, as heavy autumn egg pro­ 
duction tends to drain their weight 
and vitality. 
Give more scratch feeds if they 
are under weight, but reduce the 
amount 
of 
scratch 
feed 
if 
they 
are too fat. 
Excess fat is not good 
for the birds. 
Neither is it advis­ 
able to waste money on overfeed­ 
ing. 
It is not too early to start think­ 
ing about next year’s feeding pro­ 
gram. 
If you have land suitable 
for growing scratch feeds, plan to 
raise your own and save the ex­ 
pense of buying it. 
This will in­ 
crease your profits. 
This 
past 
year's 
high 
prices 
should point out more strongly than 
before the importance of producing 
scratch feed at home when possible. 
Are you satisfied with the per­ 
formance 
of your flock? 
If not, 
plan to replace your birds with 
better stock. 
In many instances, 
poultrymen 
will step out ahead if they do no 
breeding from their present flocks, 
bu‘. replace their birds in the spring 
with highly bred chicks from a re­ 
liable source.

This short poultry principle is ad­ 
vanced by Dr, N, F. Waters of the 
poultry 
husbandry 
staff at Iowa 
State college, who has carried on 
an 
important 
breeding 
program 
with the college poultry flock dur­ 
ing the past several years. 
In ap­ 
plying the principle to actual prac­ 
tice Waters points out that me 
a v e r­ 


age poultryman will do well to use 
as breeders those birds which have 
proved their ability to produce eggs 
consistently over a long period of 


time. 
Waters claims a world’s record 
for Lady Longevity, 
a phenome­ 
nal hen in the college flock, which 
produced 1 ,504 eggs in seven years, 
an average of 
2 1 4 .7 eggs per year. 
This hen has been used every year 
as a breeder, and many thousand 
birds in the college flock show some 
rciationship to her. 
Careful selection of laying hens, 
together with a definite breeding 
program, will greatly increase the 
profits derived from poultry. Wat­ 
ers believes, and he has found that 
the following characteristics should 
form the basis for an intelligent 
selection of breeding stock: Fertil­ 
ity, 
hatchability, 
livability, 
rapid 
feather development, body growth, 
egg production, egg weight, adult 
body 
veight, 
constitutional 
vigor 
and last but not least, longevity.
